The protests in those two countries were 
prim arily aim ed at political leaders who had 
become prone to answer internal problems 
with too much repression. 
Those now in control have pledged them 
selves to the principles of democracy, in 
both domestic and foreign policies. 
The big question mark is Japan, and that 
situation is potentially more dangerous than 
the other two There are acme essential dif­ 
ferences. 
One is the) the protest against the Kishl 


government is not based on internal practices 
hut on foreign relations, principally with the 
United States. 
Another is that the protesting students do 
not reprsent a general mass unrest, but the 
opposition views of a couple of minority par­ 
ties—the Socialists and the Communists 
Informed observers in Tokyo report that 
a militant student group allied with these 
minority parties has led the organisation of 
the demonstration*, but that most of the stu­ 
dents participating appear to be more on a 
springtime lark than seriously aware of the 
impi Mat ions of their behavior. 


THU*, the observers say. the Japaoese stu­ 
dents do not seem to have the general sup­ 
port of their eiders, as the Koreans and 
Turks did The adults who are encouraging 
them are the Socialist and Communist polit­ 
ical leaders who are trying to em brarrass 
and dethrone the Kishi government 
This means that the minority may be able 
to manipulate the situation to c r e a t e a 
crisis so difficult that the Socialists and 
Communists will be able to accomplish their 
goal without the support of the majority. It 
has been done before, and the leftists are 
past m asters at it. 
This is what Japan's chief justice, Kotaro 
Tanaka, was talking about when he warned 
recently that "revoiutionafy” groups “ influ­ 
enced by foreign powers” were utilising the 
agitation over the United States treaty to 
promote their own ends 
Thus, this latter end of the atudent chain- 
reaction could he much more explosive Hisn 
the Korean protest which set it off 


Another Way To Choke Cat 


Aside from the damage that may be done 
in school district* tempted to wait for fed­ 
eral manna instead of raising their own mon­ 
ey. the school construction bill pending in 
Congress is only a harmless talking point. 
Both parties are using it to show how 
their hearts bleed for school systems that 
are hard lip for money. The vote - making 
strategy is to keep the issue pending so it

The latest move, preceding 
passage of a bill by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives on Thursday, was to bar federal 
money to schools that have not put integra­ 
tion orders into effect That cooked it as far 
as southern senators are concerned. They 
will keep the Senate from concurring In the 
House version. 
Here is one of the pushing issues of our 
day 
Every penny that might be spent on 
federal school aid must be earned locally, 
yet a talking point has been made of send­ 
ing pennies by the millions to Washington so 
local citizens can go there to plead for their 
redistribution. 
The psychology of this is wrong The arith- 


met ic ie wrong The politics Is wrong and 
the concept of government is wrong. But 
it has become a talking point — and a loud 
one. 
Could it be hushed up, perhaps, with a 
proposal that no school district would be 
eligible for federal aid until Its voters had 
agreed to put up half of what was needed? 
The essence of this is in the House version 
of the aid hid. AM federal funds must be 
matched by the states, the biH provides, with 
local matching funds, to be available for the 
first two years. 
But the essence behind the essence is that 
no school district ever should be eligible 
for help until its voters have gone on record 
in favor of helping themselves, lf they vole 
No. they should be told to whittle for their 
money They are beyond help 
Until and unless something like this is 
done, federal aid would be only a slick 
scheme to penalise school districts already 
paying their own way and to turn over 
their money to other districts with na Int an 
tion of paying anything thay can porsuade 
someone else to pay. 


The Violence Of Language 


A British language scholar has come up 
with what experts say is a new theory about 
how spoken language got started in the 
dim ages of man’s beginning. 
The first talk, he say*, probably consisted 
exclusively of action verbs, such as "Cid!” 
“Strike!” “ B reak"’ “ Crush! “ Kill!” Since 
primitive man's life was mostly one of sur­ 
vival action, that kind of talk was all that 
was necessary. 


This could help to explain why the world 
was shocked last week when Nikita Khrush­ 
chev used the diplomatic setting of a summit 
conference to attack President Eisenhower 
with bitter words 
We are civilized now Man long ago learned 
to deaden the violent impact of his action 
verbs by surrounding them with passive 
verbiage 
With enough mollifying talk, he 
could save his own skin either by talking 
his enemy into friendship or confusing him 
into defenselessness. This is certainly better 
than risking a fractured skull 
The finest flowering of civilization has long 
been attributed to the language of the diplo­ 
mats These are the people who can tell each 
other off in polite terms, avoiding the Wood- 
thirstier action verb* that might lead to 
bloodthirsty action 
Thus, when Khrushchev lashed out af Mr. 
Eisenhower, the world was shocked because. 
in effect, he stripped away centuries of civil-

here is to the Minnesota i r o n 
range—VR* from outer space may 
be lees fantastic in 30 or 40 years 
than it is now.”

forecasting and modification and 
“terrestrial rocket transport."

Rhodesia Hits dolor Bar 


N ew L e g isla tio n E xpected 


SALISBURY, S. Rhodesia. 
Northern 
Rhodesia 
apparently 
intend* to maintain leadership in 
lowering racial barriers in the Fed­ 
eration of Rhodesia by trying to 
end the color bar in cafe* and ho­ 
tels. 
Indication* are that legislation 
will be introduced at the n e x t 
N o r t h e r n Rhodesian Legisla­ 
tive Council session to end the col 
or bar. The council session opens 
June 14. 
Recommendations for such leg­ 
islation were prepared by a select 
committee last year. Reports from 
L u s a k a , the Northern Rhodesia 
capital, says the government is 
prepared to accept the recommen 
dations and make them part of the 
country’s law. 
Northern Rhodesia consistently 
has led the way toward ending ra­ 
cial restrictions in the federation 
It was the first of the three terri­ 
tories — and other two are South­ 
ern Rhodesia and Nyasaland — to 
end the system of passes for Afri­ 
cans. 
Southern Rhodesia now is moi - 
ing toward the abolition of passes, 
with the intention of eliminating 
town passes as a first step. 
While it is theoretically possible 
for hotels and cafes in Southern 
Rhodesia to apply for a multi-rac­ 
ial license, there is no pressure on 
them to do so. 
In the one case where such a li­ 
cense has been granted —• to one 
of Salisbury's top hotels, the Jam ­ 
eson — the license could be granted 


only after the passage of a special 
amendment to the Land Apportion­ 
ment Act, which restricts Africans 
to certain limited area* in the main 
towns. 
There is. at present, no intention 
on the part of authorities in South­ 
ern Rhodesia to try and enforce 
multi-racialism in cafes and hotels. 
Such moves are left entirely to 
the individual cafe or hotel own­ 
er, and there is no certainty that, 
even if he wishes to seek a multi­ 
racial license, he would obtain one. 
In Northern Rhodesia, however, 
the government is clearly moving 
ahead to a system which would 
make it illegal for cafe or hotel 
owners to forbid entry to anyone 
purely on the grounds of color. 
If the full recommendations of 
the select committee are followed, 
the council will adopt legislation 
making it possible for anyone who 
believes that he or she has been 
discriminated a g a i n s t on the 
grounds of race or creed albne to 
lay a complaint before a special 
tribunal. 
This tribunal would iirst seek to 
.settle the dispute through concilia­ 
tion. but will be empowered to in­ 
voke criminal prosecution and the 
imposition of fines if the attempt 
at conciliation fails. 
The select committee also rec­ 
ommended that cafe and h o t e l 
owners, who can prove the im­ 
position of multi • racialism ha* 
made them lose trade, be entitled 
to compensation. This last p o i n t 
is expected to provoke strong ex­ 
changes in the council.
